Sadat reportedly told the 230 
commit:ce members that Forelgn 
Minister Mahmoud Riad was in- 
S:ructed to tell the Americans: 
e Any interim agreement to re 

open the Suez Canal should be 
based on a total settlement of the 
crisis, 

Φ The crossing of Egyptian troops 
to occupy positions vacated by 

the Israelis is undebatable. 

Φ A cease-fire should be limited to 

a specific period. 

e Not a single inch of Arab land 
will be given up. 

Sources noted that Sadat said 
he personally does not favour “con- 
tinuing this long dialogue with the 
Americans which will lead us to a 
vicious circle.” 


He was, however, also quoted as 
saying: “We welcome any contacts 
with the U.S. provided they stand 
on @ solid basis.” 

Mr. Sadat addressed the 150- 
member policy-making Central Com- 
mittee of the Arab Socialist Union 
behind closed doors.

However, it -was reported he 
warned again that the Middle Bast 
cease-fire could not be permanent 
as long as Israel is occupying Arab 
Jands. “There is no such thing as 
a@ continuous cease-fire as long aa 
there are Israeli soldiers on our 
lands,” he said. 

Sadat also reiterated his an- 
nounced decision that the Middle 
East conflict should ‘be resolved ‘by 
war or peace before the end of 
this year. However, officials and 
the news media here now appear 
to be emphasizing that the end of 
1971 will see a decision — but not 
necessarily the war. 

4 high-placed source told Eeuter 
there was some misunderstanding 
of the President's words. “What 
Mr. Sadat bas sald is that by the 
end of the year it will be clear 
whether a political solution must 
be abandoned,” he said. 

Sadat said his visit and talks in 
Moscow had assured him of Soviet 
friendship “which represents a de- 
cisive factor in the battle.” 

Meanwhile it was disclosed yes- 
terday that Foreign Minister Mah- 
moud Riad had called off earlier 
plaps for a further visit ty New 
York because of Egyptian dissatis- 
faction at latest developments, in- 
cluding the campaign for more wea- 
pons to Israel.

Police probe 
blast at Iran 
Consulate 


SAN FRANCISCO (Reuter). — The 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
yesterday was probing an explozion 
at the Iranfan consulate here — ap- 
parently timed to coincide with 
lavish ceremonies in Persepolis, 
to mark the 2,500th anniversary of 
the Persian Empire. 

The blast and the fire which 
followed it caused danmge estimated 
at $800,000 to the thrze-storeyed 
consulate and surrounding build- 
Ings. No one was Injured, ar- 
‘hough the wife and three chiidren 
of Consul-General Parvis Adie and 
a consulate employee were in the 
buikding when the bomb exploded 
shortly before midnight Thursday.

Missing Lebanese Jew 


said kidnapped to Syria 


PARIS :INA). — The International 
Conference for Jews in Arab States 
disclosed here yesterday that Albert 
Attalah, a prominent Lebanese Jew- 
ish leader who was last month kid- 
napped in Beirut, is being detained 
in Syria. 

The conference, presided over by 
French Senate President Alain 
Poher, says that “without the 
slightest doubt, it is obvious now 
that Mr. Attalah was kidnapped In 
Beirut In order to be taken to and 
detained in Syria.“ 


According to reliable circles here, 
Mr. Attalah, who served as Sec- 
retary-General of the Council of 
Lebanese Jews, was suspected: by 
the Syrians of having headed 8 
Jewish network engaged in the 
rescue of Syrian Jews who wanted 
to flee the country. Mr. Attalah, 
who mysteriously disappeared from 
@ central Beirut street on September 
8, was, according to these circles, 
kidnapped by Syrian agents. “Syria 
has been trying for some time now 
to crush any Jewish attempt to help 
its small Jewish community flee ab- 
road,” the sources sald. 


According to these same reliable 
sources, Mr, Attalah was drugged 
and taken across the Lebanese- 
Syrian border aboard a Syrian am- 
bulance. He has since been detained 
in a prison belonging to the Syrian 
“Deuxieme Bureau” which is Syria's 
official intelligence service. 

Lebanese police investigations 
have only last week managed to 
discover who Mr. Attaleh’s kid- 
nappers were and where he is being 
detained.

Rumania guards its culture 


offelals in Bucharest never tire of 
polnting out, follows its own course. 

It would be more than ironical, 
the Rumanian Communists say, if 
their successful struggle with Mos- 
cow over a specific Rumanian way 
toward socialism were to be under- 
mined by a tidal wave of unde- 
sirable Western influences.

office. On the surface, at least, it 
was the kind of remark many view- 
ers in the West might have wel- 
tomed. 

He wenton, however to say that 
films from the West or from Com- 
munist countries that portrayed the 
alienation of man from society also 
have no place on Rumanian fele- 
vision. “We Latins do not feel alie- 


“nated from society," he explained, 


ending the argument on a familiar 
Rumanian theme. 

Hard rock or beat music, for 
that matter, will have a tough time 
being aired on television and radio 
from now on. 

“We do not encourage music of 
the instincts. Bela Bartok once said 
that Rumanian folk music is 
rhythmie and colourful One could 
add that it is also pure and does 
not evoke the baser instincts,” Mr. 
Rapeanu observed. “Of course, the 
idea that beat music is an inter- 
national folk music is being dis- 
cussed here. But the commercial 
process of creation takes it far 
from genuine folk music.” 

Rumanians, who already hear a

healthy amount of their hauntingly 
beautiful folk music, are about to 
be bathed in its sounds on radio 
and television. 

The_nightly programmes on Bucha- 
rest television reflect the delicate 
political and cultural balance the 
leadership seeks to preserve between 
Its Warsaw Pact allies, Peking and 
the West. In one recent week of 
evening television fare there was & 
Soviet film serial, a French tele- 
vision film on nuclear  scien- 
tists and a Chinese film of a mo- 
dern Peking opera production, all at 
peak viewing time. 

Over at the powerful Council on 
Culture and Socialist Rearing, Mr. 
Teodor Iovanescu, a director, 
the Party and Government had de- 
cided to the somewhat dul- 
led instrument of its cultural policy 
and to use it ind “its own interests.” 

“This does not mean we have to 
tell creators of culture what kind 
of music, -films, art and literature 
Should be produced. We simply ask 


that all they produce be useful for 
the people and the specific form 
of cultural expression,” he explain- 
ed. 


At the other end of the huge 
“Casa Scinteii,” an earlier gift of 
the Soviet Union to Rumania, a 
worldly, refined editor of the Party 
newspaper “Scinteia” sought to dis- 
pel any impressions that Rumania 
could be heading towards cultural 
isolation from the West. 

“Commonsense will be our judge. 
We are for good and sound lite- 
rature from the West and all else. 
The doors gre largely open,” he said 


Travel to West 


What about opening virtually 
sealed doors that prevent Ru- 
manianps from travelling to the 
West? It is possible to travel to 
the West, he replied, if the Ruma- 
nian's travel and other expenses are 
assumed by relatives or friends 
abroad. 

And the all-important passport va- 
lid for travel to the West? “We 
have a law that within 30 days the 
authorities must tell the citizen whe- 
ther he can get such a passport,” 
be answered softly. There was no 
need to ask for statistics. Hardly 
any Rumanians even bother to ap- 
ply for a pass valid for travel to 
the West and those that do are 
officially approved and must leave 
all members of the family behind. 

There is a world of difference 
from neighbouring Hungary, which 
Now guarantees its citizens the 
right to a passport for travel to. 
Western countries. But, as the Ru- © 
manian Communists themselves. say, 
“We do not look into our neigh- 
bours’ houses and we expect the 
same of them.” 


‘Pyrenean skull is vital missing link’ 


By DAVID SPUER 

PARIS (UPI). — The recent dis- 
covery of a 200,000-year-old human 
skull in the Pyrenees Mountains 
ranks among the two or three most 
important finds in the history of the 
study of human evolution, an inter- 
nationally known anthropologist said 
here. 
“I’m enchanted with the discovery 
of this skull. It promises to fll a 
tremendous gap in our knowledge of 
early man,” said Prof. Jean Pive- 
teau, who directed excavation of 
the skull in a large cave near the 
town of Perpignan in the south of 
France. 


Piveteau, author of several books 
on paleontology and a professor at 
the University of Paris, said he 
ranked the Pyrenean skull with the 
discovery of the 400,000-year-cld 
Fave man in 1891, and the 90,000- 
year-old Neanderthal man in 1856. 

“This is the first entire skull 
we've found which filis the gap 
between Java man and Neanderthal 
man. The skull shows a definite 
anatomical evolution from the Java 
man (Pithecanthropus Erectus}, and 
objects near it show a more sophis-

In these particularly trying days 
with ho as big a probiem 
a3 it has been since the beginning 
of the State, many forms of accom- 
modation have been sought and tried 
here with γι degrees of 
success. For Housing Minister Sharef 
to rule out the possibility of intro- 
ducing factory-built homes to Is- 
rael shows rather a lack of know- 
ledge of this type of fabrication. 
While he may be correct in referring 
in these terms to those American 
systems in which wood and alumi- 
num are major materials there are 
many successful proven systems — 
well past the experimental stage — 
now available in many parts of 
the world. 


French systems 

In France, where nearly 500,000 
dwellings are built every year, the 
Sclentific and Technical Construc- 
tion Centre had by- 1958 already 
recognised more: than 650 valid 
methods of prefabrication, including 
170 flooring systems, 144 wall sys- 
tems, 42 house aud heavy construc- 
tion systems, and 22 types of 
roofing. A. brief summary of two 
of the French systems gives some 
idea of the success achieved. 

The Camus system calls for com- 
plete prefabrication by casting of 
the various elements. Transport 
facilities limit their size to 4 by 
7 metres and weight of 10 tons. 
The panels consist of different types 
of reinforced concrete, mortar and 
insulating materials, put together 


during casting to provide the de- built, 


sired insulating and lasting proper- 
ties. Holes for plumbing, etc., are 
provided for easy installation on 
site. Doors, windows, etc. all fit

a small number of different elements 
cast in concrete constitute ithe 
finished structure. The economies 
include reduction In labour at the 
prefabrication stage; economy: in 
assembling; a considerable saving 
in finishing; and an equally im- 
portant saving in construction equip- 
ment, since all the elements ‘are 
prefabricated in the factory and are 
assembled by means of bolts and 
screws. The time-saving factor is 
most important. Except for the 
foundations, a 40-unit apartment 
building was occupied by the new 
tenants only 2% months after 
work had begun, Another 40-room 
‘building was occupied, with painting 
completed, 18 days after ground 
was broken. 

Both the above processes ensure 
permanent buildings but are based 
on large mass prefabrication and 
require quite heavy investment 
careful organisation, for precision 
in the prefabrication ess ig an 
absolute necessity. Individual houses, 
small and large apartment buildings 
constructed since 1950 have, by their 
variety, proved the flexibility of 
the processes. Ν 

Τὰ London, a new office block 
of 11,000 square feet was put .up 
ia 12% days. This speed is quite 
formidable and the wet trades, such 
as cement or plaster poured in a 
wet form, are eliminated. Even 
more spectacular results have been 
obtained in the field of housing. 


South Africa 


By far the most successful in 
every respect is the system used in 
South Africa where tens ~ 
thousands of permanent concrete 
houses have been completed at the 
phenomenal rate of one ἐπ every 
85 minutes of working time. The 
system used allows for the fullest 
possible use of unskilled labour 
and the whole process is developed 
in a series of simple coordinated 
tasks. All wall panels are cast on 
site. These houses consist of two 
bedrooms, a living room, kitchen, 
bathroom and tollet. They are of 
no-fines concrete, that is concrete 
made without sand, to give thermal 
insulation and protection against 
damp penetration. They are absolute- 
ly permanent with a life expec- 
tamcy far in excess of that of the 
block-built at present being 
comstructed in Israel. Furthermore, 
the system of construction used :is 
not an experiment and is most 
suitable for Israeli climate and other 
conditions. Many thousands of these 
dwellings have been and are being 

proving the soundness and 
feasibility of the methods used. The

Until comparatively recently the 
very nature of the buiiding in- 
dustry has hampered the progress 
toward industrialisation. To make 
any component economically in a 
factory obviously requires a great 
number of identical items produced 
and assembled In a uniform manner. 

The very mention of components, 
repetition and especially the dreaded 


of word standardisation however, brings 


out cries of anguish from many 
architects and designers. The 
architects worry about restriction 
of aesthetic freedom but System 
Building — as it has been desig- 
nated — does not mean that all 
the finished dwellings must be 
identical On the contrary, hundreds 
of varying designs can be evolved 
by using the same components — 
depending upon the ingenuity of 
the architect — and indeed, after 
completion, even this similarity need 
not be noticeable. Th architects’ and 
designers’ fixed idea that standardi- 
sation of the se units means 
‘uniformity’ of design of the finish- 
ed dwelling, should be discarded 
forthwith. Did not one of the most 
famous of all architects, Sir Chris- 
topher Wren, himself observe that 
“varlety of unlformities makes com- 
Plete beauty”? 


Speed and quality 

System Building. that is, putting 
together a series of factory or site 
produced components --- made most- 
ly of concrete — has been used 
successfully for many years. Certain 
proprietary systems do not even 
use 8 separate factory for produc- 
ing the components, 811 work being 
done on the site [tself. The search 
is for speed with quality. 

Architects and designers have for- 
tunately realized the potential of 
cast concrete and their use of this 
material has certainly become more 
imaginative, One should point out 
the versatility of concrete in 
terms of finishes, In the making 
of the components of certain types 
of System Building, because the 
concrete is poured into moulds and 
then alowed to set, virtually any- 
thing can be placed in the bottom 
of the mould to vary the finished 
surface. In this case the finish will 
also be an integral part of the 
panel, and consequently more dur- 
able. Coloured chippings or mosaics 
could be used in this fashion. 

One most important point already 
mentioned here, βοΐ this particular- 
ly applies to Israel, is that the 
assembler of buildings — as opposed 
to the traditional constructor — 
must be able to rely absolutely on 
the quality of the component that 
he is using, since no time must 
be wasted on the site making the 
pieces fit. This calls for a much 
higher grade of product regarding 
uniformity, quality and speed of 
production than we are getting here 
at present. Cost is consistently low 
because tooling and all fabrica- 
tlon operations have been standard- 
ised, without however imposing re- 
strictions on the choice of architec- 
tural treatment.

The evolution of System Building 
has, in fact, already brought out in- 
to the open the basic problem of 
the building industry as # whole. 
In traditional building at present, 
a wide range of specialists each 
contributes his own speciality and 
the contractor thus requires a large 
number of highly skilled and per- 
manent workers, In System Build- 
ing, these specialists are part and 
parcel of the component design and 
are not required on each onde every 
dw resulting in a lous 
ter Ἢ building costs and a far 
greater use of unskilled labour. 
ΚΑΒ far as Israel is concerned there 
are certain essentials that must be 
met: (1) the dwellings must be 
permanent; (2) they must be suit- 
able for local climatic and living 
conditions; (3) high quality at 
low cost; (4) the fullest possible 
use of unskilled jJabour; and (5) 
the maximum utilization of local 
materials. The methods outlined 
here cover all these essentials. 

‘There is no doubt that sheer 
necessity, shortage of skilled labour 
and present economic pressures will 
lead the building industry and the 
Government, both of which at pre- 
sent are themselves some- 
whst reluctant, in the direction 
of various forms of Syatem Build- 
ing. 

* Prefabrication 

Perhaps the: most misused and 
misinterpreted word used in relation 
to building Is the word prefabrica- 
tion. According to Webster’s, it re- 
fers to the manufacture of standard- 
ised sections of a structure for rapid 
assembly -— and that is exactly 
what It is. ᾿ 

Unfortunately, in Israel the word 
brings recollections of the ma’abara 
huts, something temporary, make- 
do, and anything but permanent — 
which is entirely the wrong im- 
pression of the modern prefabricat- 
ed dwelling. For Government spokes- 
men to use this word to people 
who come to settle permanently in 
this country —- to have thelr roots 
In the soil — js also psychologically 
‘Wrong. 

While the ποθ between pre- 
fabricated di igs and dwellings 
made from the prefabricated com- 
ponents appears to be only a matter 
of semantics it should be pointed 
out that even those prefabricated 
buildings erected in the early days 
of World War IX — 30 years ago 
— are still standing and usable 
after passing through numerous 
occupants and receiving little or 
no maintenance at all over that 
entire period. To think in the same 
terms of the modern dwelling erected 
from factory-made components is 
very misleading to the blic, the 
Government and to would-be pur- 
chasers. The modern concept is 
entirely different. Many building 
projects coraprising anything from 
single dwellings and villas, to 
medium and high-rise blocks of 
apartments and offices — showing 
amazing variations In appearance 
and finish -- have been constructed 
by these methods. 

High-rise buildings 

With the advent of steel and re- 
inforced concrete, buildings are now 
made with a framework to carry 
the loads and consequently the ex- 
ternal walls no longer load- 
bearing as in the past — can be 
Gesigned as ‘curtains’ to exclude 
the elements and provide a pleasing 
@ppearance. Glass, steel. concrete 
and other combinations of gultable 
materials are used, and the lght- 
mess and durability of aluminum 
make it ideal for this curtain-wall 
type of construction. 


Important considerations are the 

ease with which these outer wall 
elements can be formed, the fact 
that they can be produced in dry 
conditions in ἃ factory, the flexi- 
bility of design, and the attractive 
appearnonce of the numerous finish- 
es which can be supplied. The use 
of theee prefabricated panels, usu- 
ually crected without the use of 
scaffolding, means that erection costs 
are reduced due to ease of hard- 
ling and speed of assmbly. This 
has accumulative effect, for by clad- 
ding and building quickly, the 
juterlor work can be carried out 
1 in comfort without logs of time due 
] f° bad weather. 
} Regarding interior walls there are 
πον many types on the market, 
practically every one offering great- 
Jer permanency, lighter weight, better 
insulation, fire safety, and sound ab- 
sorption, and less upkeep, and which 
can be installed at a fraction of 
the cost of the block type internal 
wall used in Israel, the compo- 
uents fitting snugly and easily into 
the already erected outer walls, 
floors and ceiling of the building. 

These walls, in which doors and

permanent in every way. Also, 
when completed there 15 nothing 
to show that the wall was pre- 
fabricated as no joints can be seen. 

No skilled Jabour is required and 
the speed of erection — ready for 
occupation — is considerably lesa 
than that used for block walling, 
Maintenance 19 negligible and πὸ 
specialist workers or plumbers 
are required on the job since, as has 
already been mentioned bere, all 
plumbing and electrical work 1s 
built into the relevant components. 

The local authority would, of 
course, be responsible for laying 
on ali services to the sites. It must 
be mentioned that these methods 
are not experimental, fine modern 
buildings have been erected from 
completely factory-made compo~ 
nents at the rate of 400 square 
metres of floor area per day by 
semi-skilled labour. 

It is obvious that by combining 
a few of the methods outlined here 
a solution to the building problem 
in this country can be found and 
in this respect it Is hoped that 
due attention will be paid to Hous- 
ing Minister Sharef's advice that 
local architectural or engineering 
faculties introduce courses on plann- 
ing and organisation, construction 
scheduling and performance control 
together with. other relevant sub- 
jects. The emphasis should be placed 
on practical work as this country 
(5 already overburdened with theore- | 
ticlans in all fields of organisation 
and management. 


Tourism 


The statement that 30,000 tour- 
ists cancelled their visit to Israel 
because of lack of accommodation, 
is difficult to understand by any- 
one who is versed in the field of 
prefabrication. For the Rhodesian 
Centenary Exhibition held in Bula- 
wayo in 1953, 1,000 cottages were 
manufactured, delivered and erect- 
ed within a period of 5 weelxs, 
These cottages consisted of 8 large 
bed-living room, complete with 
bathroom/w.c., kitchenette, hot and 
cold water, waterborne sewerage and 
electric lighting. These cottages were 
nanded over, ready for occupation, |j 
at the rate of one house in every 
twelve minutes, which means five 
houses an hour, 40 a day, 200 2 
week for a period of 5 weeks. With |} 
mass-production methods and top- 
level organization there is no reason 
why this cannot be done here.

BEIT SHEAN. — 
Elharar Machlouf is 35 
old, of Moroccan origin 
and totally blind. She lives in a 
two-and-a-half-room Hat in Beit 
Shean together with her husband, 
also partially blind, and elght of 
her nine children. The Machlouf 
family is one of hundreds of wel- 
fare cases in Eeit Shean; their 
moathly Income is IL650—IL50 of 
this being awelfare payment while 
IL600 comprises Elharar Machiouf's 
monthly salary and family allowance 
as a municipal dustman, 

“This is also a form of welfare," 
says Ya'acov Schraibaum. acting 
Mayor of Beit Shean's appointed 
Town Council, “since ‘he is only able 
to work for a couple of hours a 
day." The appointed Council was 
set up some 18 months ago when 
the permanent Municipality broke 
up in chaos. 

At a meeting last week with 
visiting journalists, Mr. Schreibaum 
voiced his total disgust and sharpest 
erlticism regarding the Ministry of 
Education's provisions for the local 
school children. Where the Welfare 
Ministry was concerned, however, 
he said he had no complaints. 

“The problem of large familles 
is one which the Government has 
stil not solved: welfare payments 
are too small, sums on which you 
neither live nor die; the average 
father of eight in Beit Shean — and 
there are many — brings home a 
net monthly :income of around 
1L700, benefits Included.” 

The Machlouf family's modest 
home includes ἃ _ refrigerator 
bought with 2 loan from the Wel- 
fare Ministry eight years ago; one 
double bed and four single beds 
— some of the children sleep on the 
floor; a handsome four-doored bullt- 
in cupboard in the only bedroom — 
this @ present from their eldest 
married son, and a washing machine, 
In one respect th> family could be 
considered fortunate they are 
cne of 22 Beit Shean families to 
have been presented with 2 wash- 
Ing machine donated by Wizo. 


Economies consultant 


Accompanying our visit to thelr 
home last week was 25-year-old 
Tikva Arama, 2 cheerful, attractive 
girl who is the Beit Shean Wizo 
Club's home economics consultant— 
the only one in the town. The 16 
hours ἃ week she works (officially 
that is—it generally runs into several’ 
More hours overtime! are barely 
sufficient to do much for the 25 
families under her care, only a 
small proportion of those in need. 

“The familles to whom the wash- 
Ing machines were given were re- 
commended to us through the local 
Health and Welfare Ministries. My 
first task when I go to such a 
family is to teach them the elements 
of cleanliness: to start from the 
floor upwards, In a case like the 
Machlouf ‘amily, I direct most of 
my efforts towards the “ teenage 
daughters since the mother is’ blind 
and can do very little,” Tikva says. 

Poverty is one of the’ principal 
problems among Beit Shean’s 12,000- 
strong populatioa, and large families 
its primary cause. “As far as I am 
concerned birth control is taboo," 
says Tikva emphatically. “Most of 
the families are religious and I 
would run the risk of making my- 
self extremely unpopular. Occasional- 
ly the mother of the family does 
ask me — often indirectly, always 
confidentially and when her husband 
is not around; I direct cases like 
that to the local nurse for proper 
medical adv g 


home economics at

“Of course I could do with a bigger 
Income ~ but the need of the fa- 
miltes I work With Is far greater 
than mine.” Little wonder, perhaps, 
that no one other than Tikva is 
undertaking similar work An at- 
tractive girl of Iraqi ‘origin, now 
expecting her second child. she adds 
cheerfully that “‘the atmosphere in 
Beit Shean has improved 6 


during the past year, now that the 


shelling has stopped.” 


Depressing aspects 

An hour-long discussion session in 
the offices of Ya’acov Schratbaum 
serves only to underline the depress- 
ing aspects and problems of Belt 
Shean. At the same me It recon- 
firms his reputation as a dynamic 
personality, ἃ man whose speciality 
is rectifying the affairs of incom- 
petent municipailties. (His work 
with the Ministry of the Interlor has 
included stints as acting mayor In 
troubled municipalities such as Herz- 
liya and Or Akiva.) 

Wasting no time on small talk, 
he goes straight to the heart of 
the matter. “Education. That is the 
most burning problem in this town. 
I can only describe the’ Ministry 
of Education as one huge disuster. 
I have waged a ceaseless war with 
them for the past 18 months, The 
Place is a wilderness and my hands 
are tied in knots by all the bureau- 
cracy. 

“Not one promise has been ful- 
fHled. I finally settled for a minimum 
budget for the past academic year: 
‘TL3 milion. To date I have received 
precisely half. If the situation con- 
tinues we shall have 2.0 alternative 
but to close down the entire schoo! 
system here and let the Education 
Ministry themselves sort out the 
mess. Another point: in order to 
attract the right type of teachers to 
come here, we have to offer sp2cial 
incentives. In the absence of these 
we must rely on girl soldiers: they 
do a wonderful job in the schools 
here but they come just for a year. 


_ As soon’ as they have settled ta and 


learnt to cope, they are off again.” 

All the kibbutz schools in the 
area are air-conditioned: nat so in 
Beit Shean: “And it’s quite impos- 
sible to teach or learn in such 
heat,” etresses Schraibaum, “but try 
convincing the Education authorities 
of that!" 

Other shortcomings of the town? 
“The nearest hospital is in <Afula, 
we have few doctors, not a single 
dentist,” he answers, listing only 
the “priority” problems — none of 
the “lesser” ones. 

He would, naturally, like to see 
an Influx of new immigrants to the 
town — but with the current hous- 
ing shortage every flat under con- 
struction is already allocated to local 
families, and the matter cannot even 
be considered. “The Agency has a 
wonderful 11.25 million master plan 
for a complete self-contained ab- 
sorption centre for immigrants in 
Beit Shean—a separate town within 
a town, to include housing, schools, 
employment and all necessary faci- 
lities: it has so far remained on 
paper.” 


Still optimistic 


Asked how be sees the future, 
Ya'acov Schraibaum concludes his 
dissertation, somewhat unexpectedly 
perhaps, on a note of unqualified 
optimism. “Of course I'm optimistic. 
I wouldn’t be wasting my tlme here 
for one minute if I were not." 

The official purpose of last week's 
visit to Beit Shean was to attend 
the opening of three new children’s 
playgrounds named in memory of 
li-year-old Shula Levi, 10-year-old 
Miriam Kadosh and 12-year-old Zi- 
pora Sabbag: the three schoolgirls 
who perished in the Katyusha at- 
tacks on the town on June 3, 1970. 
Funds for the construction 
equipping of the playgrounds were 
donated by members of Wizo-Herz- 
liya Pituah and collected almost 
singlehanded by Mrs. Hilli Panovka. 

Dalia Bazrari. secretary of the 
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Mrs. Miriam Levi stands beside the 
memorial plaque for her 11-year-old 
daughter Shula who perished ix last 
year’s Eatyusha raids on Beit Shear. 


Wizo Club in Beit Shean, introduced 
the visiting party of journalists to 
Mrs. Miriam Levi, the mother of 
Shula, an actlve member of 
club and a worker in tts Home Ta- 
dustries division. She has two other 
children, one of eight and a toddler of 
three, and supplements her income 
from work at Kupat Holim with 
Plecework — emming napkins and 
tea towels, making up aprons — 
all provided by large textile pro- 
ducers.

NOTHER step in creating ἃ 
comprehensive national health 
service for elderly persons will be 
taken tomorrow, when a 22-bed ze- 
riatic and rehabilitation unit for 
the chronically iil will be opened 
at Sha’are Zedek Hospital. On the 
same day, the cornerstone ceremony 
will be held at Tel Hashomer for 
a 60-bed ward whose purpose will 
be similar to that at Sha’aré Zedek. 
But while the one In Jerusalem 
opens tomorrow, that in Tel Ha- 
shomer wlll be opened only in about 
two years. 

Mr, Louls Broido, Chairman of the 
Joint, has timed his present visit 
to Israel so that he can attend the 
ceremonies, as well as to check 
over the future plans of the “Asso- 
ciation for the Planning and De- 
velopment of Services for the Care 
of the Aged,” a body whose budget 
is funded jointly by the JDC-Mal- 
ben (50 per cent} and other coope- 
rating agencies, Including the Gov- 
erament. 

The Sha’are Zedek unit, which will 
be headed by Prof. Ya’acov Menczel, 
will constitute a radical departure 
In the care of geriatrics, not only 
for Israel, but probably for the 
world. This is stated by Dr. Yitzhak 
Margulec, Medical Director of JDC- 
Malben, and Visiting Professor of 
Social Medicine at the Hadassah 
Medical Centre. 

“This is the first time,” Dr. Mar- 
gulec says, “as far as we know, 
that one medical department head 
will treat within the same ward both 
ordinary patients and geriatric ones. 
As a rule, geriatric patients are ad- 
mitted to internal medicine wards 
in Israel. But while the regular pa- 
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you don't feel 


“The problem is,” Dr. Margulec 
explains, “that due to the tremen- 
dous pressure on the internal me- 
dicine departments, the geriatric pa- 
tients are - generally . discharged, 
semi-cured, as if they were regular 
patients. In the new Shaare Zedek 
unit, this will net happeh. We esti- 
mate the average stay of a geria- 
tric patient in this unit at 88 days.” 

The Sha'are Zedek. tmit aims at 
solving another problem — just as. 
vital. In Israel at present, geriatrics 
is considered In medical circles as 
an orphan.” ‘There is mo rFe- 
copnized “" iality eaHed the ge- 
riatric doctor," although there is 
abroad. 

“This is a shame,” Dr. Margulec 
says, “for 8 great part of the future 
of meédicine is in this field. More 
and more people are living longer. 
This means that they are subject 
to the diseases of old age.” — 

Nevertheless, few young doctors 
are attracted to this field. Elderly 
personas are not usually the 
best of patients; they need not only 
expert medical care but also com- 
fort; and often their cases are ap- 
parently hopeless — arfd few young 
doctors like to think of their future 
as caring for such patients. 


Young doctors — 
“Sn Prof, Menczel's department, 


the young doctor will treat both. 


the average patient and the elderly 
one. He will early in his medical 
career get a chance to see the chal- 
lenge which exists in geriatrics — 
and I'm sure, many of them will 
take It as a life career,” says Dr 


Ὁ. 

The unit, towards which the JDC- 
Malben has contributed 11500,000 
and Sha’are Zedek some 11300,000, 
is only the first step for the hos- 
pital, it is hoped. Although this unit 
will provide continuous follow-up 
and home care, what is still needed 
in a “chronic diseases ward for pa- 
tients suffering from degenerative 
chronic disease and whose health 
has deteriorated so. badly that they 
need constant medical supervision.” 

Something similar to this, how- 
ever, does exist at Tel Hashomer. 
it has 35 beds. ‘

Lipsky extradition

PARIS. — The French public prose- 
ecutor formally requested the ex- 
tradition from Israel on Friday of 
Claude Lipsky, the real estate oper- 
ator who Is being sought here on 
filght from France on September 28. 

The extradition request has been 
relayed to the Israel Government Dy 
the French Foreign Ministry. Offi- 
ciais here point out that Israel has 
no obligation to hand over Mr. Lip- 
sky to France since the extradition 
treaty negotiated between the two 
countries 12 years ago has never 
been raibfied. 

Meanwhile, the French Jewish 
community, which is extremely em- 
barrassed by the Lipsky affalr, is 
wondering whether he is legally a 
Jew at all. 

Mr. Pierre Elsenberg, a leading 
member of the community and 
close relative of Rabbi Josy Hisen- 
berg, France's “television rabbi," 
told The Jerusalem Post that he 
had serious doubts about Lipsky’s 
bona fides. 

Mr. Elsenberg said: “People 
within the community here wh? 
know Lipsky well say his mother 
was 8 Ronmran Catholic, he was 
baptised and was educated by priests. 
He used to go to church almos. 
every Sunday. Except for the fact 
that his father was a Jew, he seem; 
to have absolutely no connections 
with Judaism.”

The Israeli authorities have 
used legal arguments in order to 
justify an attitude which is basical- 
ly political and they have every 
right to do so. But they have been 
able to dothis only because, 
either voluntarily or mot, France 
forgot to protect itself with the 
law.” 

Prof. Robert added: “For the Is- 
raeli Government to expel Mr. 
Lipsky would be worse than in- 
elegant. It would be a fault: For 
proof would publicly de administer- 
ed that the refusal to extradite him 
was a deliberate act directed against 
France."

Contacts on Lod Customs 
dispute are suspended

Contacts over the labour dispute 
at the Customs House In Lod air- 
port are suspended until the Lod 
Labour Council makes up its mind, 
after hearing both sides, what 
stand to take — and their answer 
is expected today, according to offi- 
cial sources. 

Meanwhile, a memorandum from 
Mr. Bphraim Yermans, in charge 
of wage questions in the Treasury, 
to Finance Minister Sapir outlines 
the history of the dispute up to 
mow. It appears that two sets of 
contracts were concluded, one on 
February 4 with the Civil Servants 
Union, and a group of nine others 
In June and ‘July with the various 
Customs Houses, including one with 
Lod signed on June 16. 

‘These contracts increased the

cent, Including a 6 per cent Cost-of- 
Living allowance, 6.08 per cent wage 
increase, the iastitution of auto- 
matic promotion after five years, 
higher seniority allowances, and a 
professional literature allowance. 


DEMANDS REJECTED 

In February, after the signature 
of the coliectivé agreements with 
the Civil Servants Union, the na- 
tional workers committee of Cus- 
toms and Excise submitted addi- 
tional wage demands totalling 
IL4387 a month, These were rejected, 
and other agreements signed in- 
stead, as stated above, in June and 
July. 

The June agreement with Lod 
states (Clause 1) that “the condi- 
tions of work prevailing for civil 
servants will apply to customs work- 
ers In Lod airport, except for con- 
ditions that are specffically changed 
for the better in this agreement"; 


by and (Clause 23), “The workers’ com- 


mittee undertakes that there shall 
be no other demands on the sub- 
jects dealt with in this agreement 
until March 31, 1972, unless sub- 
stantial changes occur.” 

Latest demands nevertheless made 
this month by Lod bear wage in-

Dayan: Can’t ‘squeeze’ us

operative, they will not work... in 
general the experience of 1967 
showed that the powers were unable 
to do anything when the crunch 
came.” 

Mr. Dayan did not believe that 
the U.S. would risk another forcign 
military entangiement, consid 
how eager it was to extricate itself 
from the Vietnam War. 

Mr. Dayan warned against ac- 
cepting any arrangement now for 
which Israel might pay a heavy 
Price in the future. “We do not 
have to agree to arrangements that 
will only lead us to ἃ new war,” 
he warned. 

He did not believe that the Arab 
states had given up thelr hopes 
of defeating Israel. Neither Egypt 
nor Jordan had changed the at- 
titudes that produced war in 1967, 
and this held much more so for 
Syria. Mr. Dayan quoted at length 
trom the recent speech delivered by 
Egyptian Foreign Minister Mah- 
moud Riad to the U.N. general aos- 
sembly where Riad had spoken of 
Israel's “expansionism™ and com- 
pared the Jews to Nazis, and even 
referred to the Palestinians replac- 
ing Israel. He recalled having met 
Riad first in 1949. when the Egyp- 
tian diplomat demanded that Isracl 
go back to the partition lines and 
withdraw from the Neguv.
